S.0.1076(E). —Whereas, the Central Government in view of the deteriorating security situation and prevailing 
civil commotion and political disturbances in Iraq, has prohibited emigration of Indian citizens going to Iraq for a period of 
six months with effect from the 1st May, 2007, vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Overseas 
Indian Affairs, number S.O. 690(E) of the same date; 

And, whereas, the said prohibition was further extended twice for a period of six months each vide notification 
numbers S.O. 1858(E), dated the 1st November. 2007. SO. 1068(E), dated the 1st May. 2008 ;and S.0.2591 (E), dated the 
3rd November. 2008. 

And, whereas, the Central Government considers that the situation still exist which necessitate the continuance of 
the prohibition of emigration of Indian citizens going to Iraq for further period of six months : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with the proviso to sub-section (2) of 
Section 31 ofthe Emigration Act. 1983 (31 of 1983). the Central Government hereby extends the said prohibition of emigration 
of Indian citizens going to Iraq for a further period of.six months with effect from the dale of publication of this notification.
